LAFCO staff against annexation bids 


The Local Agency Formation Commission received recommendations 
Friday from its staff to reject petitions for incorporation by the university 
community of Isla Vista and the blue-ribbon residential community of Hope 
Ranch near it. 


At the same time, the commission staff is recommending that the 
application for incorporation of the entire Goleta Valley as advanced by the 
Goleta Valley Chamber of Commerce be denied without prejudice, so that 
another look can be given to it, pending receipt of intentions of the Santa 
Barbara City Council on the matter of annexation of the valley. 


The recommendations go before LAFCO, a five-man body made up of 
representatives of city and county government and a fifth public member. 
The commission was urged by the staff, of which County Administrative 
Officer Raymond D. Johnson is executive officer, to request the Santa 
Barbara City Council to make its intentions known “ at the earliest possible 
date.” 


The staff report said although the commission will be reviewing three 
separate incorporation proposals initially at the Dec. 27 meeting, “ the real 
issue facing the commission is the future governmental structure of the 
entire South Coast.” 
The commission can hold hearings open until mid-March on the subject, 
but must, under state law, make a final determination no later than mid- 
April. 
The Santa Barbara city goals committee has been represented as 
planning a report possibly as late as March. 
The Hope Ranch and Isla Vista proposals have claimed their communities 
are separate and distinct from the rest of Goleta Valley, and that their 
inhabitants, or a majority of them, would not want to be part of an overall 
city of Goleta. 
The staff said it was its understanding that the commission would like to 
hear each of the proposals separately, but refrain from making .any 
determination until all are reviewed.

Persian Gulf 
states double 
price of oil 


KUWAIT (UP1) - The six oil- 
producing Persian Gulf states more 
than doubled the price of petroleum 
at a meeting Sunday in Tehran. 
Today oil ministers from all the 
Arab oil producing states met in 
Kuwait to see how else they could 
use their oil weapon against Israel. 
The ministers of the Organizaion 
of 
Arab 
Petroleum 
Exporting 
Countries (OAPEC) were meeting 
for the fourth time since Oct. 17, the 
date they announced they were 
using their oil weapon in support of 
the Arab countries fighting Israel. 
Many of the ministers attending 
today’s 
meeting 
flew 
in from 
Tehran, where they had attended a 
two-day meeting of Persian Gulf 
members of the Organization of 
Petroleum 
Exporting 
Countries 
(OPEC). 
The six Persian Gulf states, 
including non-Arab Iran, decided to 
more than double crude oil prices as 
of Jan. 1, 1974. The posted price of 
the marker crude, Arabian Light, 
will jump from $5.11 to $11.65. 
“ It is the end of the former 
empire of western oil companies,” 
the Shah of Iran said after the 
meeting 
“ The 
era of terrific 
progress of western countries based 
on cheap oil has ended. Oil is no 
longer going to be cheap.” 
The top item on the agenda for 


today’s meeting was a report from 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani. the 
Saudi Arabian Oil Minister, and 
Algerian 
Oil 
Industry 
Minister 
Belaid Abdesselam on a tour they 
made of western capitals. 
The two ministers, acting as 
representatives of all the OAPEC 
states, went to Western Europe, the 
United States and Japan to explain 
the use of the oil weapon. 
The Arab oil producers have 
stopped deliveries to the United 
States and Holland and have cut 
production by around 30 per cent in 
an attempt to pressure the West into 
forcing concessions from Israel in 
the Middle East conflict. 
The OAPEC states have said they 
will continue their boycott and 
production cuts until Israel commits 
itself to complete withdrawal from 
occupied Arab territories. 
Kuwait’s Oil 
Minister, 
Abdel 
Rahman Salem Atiki, said on his 
return from Tehran Sunday he 
considered 
the 
price 
increase 
“ moderate and fair.” 
Atiki said the new prices would 
apply through the first quarter of 
1974, indicating they would be 
reviewed in March or April. 
A ministerial conference of all 
members of OPEC will be held in 
Geneva or Vienna Jan. 7 to examine 
the decisions taken at the Tehran 
conference.

In Pittstown, N.J., a former Air 
Force captain who had been a 
prisoner of the North Vietnamese 
for five years built a gingerbread 
castle. “ It’s been a long wait for this 
Christmas but I think all the 
sacrifices are well worth it,” said 
Joseph E. Milligan, who was shot 
down over North Vietnam May 20, 
1967. 


In captivity, he said, the prisoners 
were served turkey every year, “ but 
we didn’t get all the trimmings that 
went with it. I used to think about 
the food most of the time ... like 
pumpkin pie and cranberry sauce. 
We’re planning to have all those this 
Christmas.” Milligan is married to 


an Air Force nurse he met six 
months after his release. 
Across America, the planes were 
full Sunday, and so were the trains 
and buses, but highway authorities 
said the roads were almost empty 
—most motorists apparently fearful 
of Sunday’s closed gas stations. 
And in Bethlehem, pilgrims came 
to hold Christmas Eve services at 
the spot where Jesus was bom 
Soldiers in combat gear guarded all 
entrances to the ancient town, 
allowing in only those with special 
invitations or passes.

You should have come to the family 
Christmas 
party 
Sunday 
night, 
Mrs 
Dorothy Kuhn began 
There was a large turnout of children. 
Seven families. Everyone went caroling 
and received a felt Santa boot filled with 
popcorn balls, candy canes, and bags of 
Christmas candy; and Mrs. Santa Claus 
showed up The children were told Santa 
was too busy to visit. 
“ After all,” Mrs 
Kuhn pointed out 
“ Santa can t be everywhere at once.” 
Maybe that, the missing Santa episode, 
sums up the idea of Lompoc's Parents 
Without Partners, called simply PW P by 
its 
members. 
After 
all, 
a 
valuable 
something absent in one’s life as a mother 
or a father is a stipulation to joining PWP. 
One night last week this writer attended 
a PW P newcomers meeting held at Mrs. 
Kuhn’s home at 231 West Pine. When I 
arrived at 8, no newcomers had arrived and 
Mrs 
Kuhn 
began 
talking about the 
children’s Christmas party where one of 
the teen age girls played Mrs. Claus. It had 
been her idea 
“ Is PW P’s purpose to bring the children 
of a single parent together?” A purpose, 
she clarified 
“ We have family activities so the 
children know they are not the only single 
parent family and families do get along 


without a second parent ” 
PW P is an international non-profit, non­ 
secular educational organization devoted 
to the welfare and interest of single 
parents and their children. Mrs. Kuhn, an 
eight-year PW P member and mother of a 
36-year-old and an eight-year-old and five 
in 
between,” 
read 
from 
a 
PW P 
international magazine 
However, what PW P does mainly is help 
a single parent adjust in a world ungeared 
to a fifth wheel, the single parent. 
“ A married couple you once knew, feel 
you are a threat to their marriage, that you 
may take away their husband or wife,” she 
said openly. 
So, people, this is what some widowed, 
divorced, and separated spouses do now 
that they no longer fit in with the workings 
of parents with partners, in case you’ve 
been wondering what happened to old 
“ what’s his name.” They go to Mrs. Kuhn's 
or another PW P member s to meet others 
of their kind. 
“ A woman called me the other day and 
said ‘Oh I ’m so lonesome. Mental Health 
told me to call PW P. ” , said Mrs. Kuhn, 
explaining how people learn about the 
organization 


PW P doesn’t solve such problems as 
loneliness or the aloof attitude of married 
people once friends. Members though, will 
discuss a plight. They have been there 
“ Newcomers get to discuss what bothers 


them and all these other people have had 
these problems . . . they help you adjust to 
being a single parent with a family, 
she 
said. “ We are not psychologists, but if you 
want to talk about a problem we'll talk 
about it.” 
Subjects, 
my 
unmarried 
teenage 
daughter is pregnant, I keep getting my 
ex’s mail, I can’t get any credit as a 
divorcee, I've invested 19 years in a man 
and now another woman is getting the 
benefits, I work so hard for so little money, 
widows have it so much better than 
divorcees, my ex never sends the checks on 
time or not at all.

members

“ To survive,” added one woman 
“ Too bad he can’t sympathize with us. 
He doesn’t know our pains,” Mrs Kuhn 
chided in jest. 
As it turned out the newcomer, a small 
and elegant looking woman, was visiting 
friends in Lompoc. She belongs to a PW P 
chapter in another state and was just 
dropping in for tonight. 
“ This is the thing about PW P,” said Mrs. 
Kuhn “ Wherever you go you look up PW P 
and you are welcome . . . you are 
accepted ” 
Maybe it’s nice to know you can get 
understanding from a bunch of strangers, if 
not always from old friends.

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Pope Paul hopeful 
of Mideast peace 


VATICAN CITY (U PI) — Pope Paul VI, hopeful of 
lasting peace in the Middle East as he marks his 10th 
Christmas as Roman Catholic pontiff, celebrates Midnight 
Mass tonight in St. Peter’s basilica. 
His sermon from a small throne in front of the main altar 
was being televised around the world, the Vatican said. 
On Christmas Day at 11 a.m. the spiritual leader of more 
than 600 million Roman Catholics will celebrate another 
Mass in St. Peter’s, then go to the basilica’s main balcony 
overlooking the square to deliver his annual Christmas 
blessing to the city of Rome and the world. 
It was the pope’s first Christmas Eve Mass in St. Peter’s 
in more than five years. Last year he donned a white hard 
hat and went into the depths of a railway tunnel to celebrate 
the arrival of Christmas among construction workers. In 
earlier years he celebrated Midnight Mass in the Sistine 
Chapel for members of the Vatican diplomatic corps. 
In his pre-Christmas Sunday blessing to the faithful in St. 
Peter’s Square, the pontiff said he would offer Christmas 
prayers for world peace at a time “ extremely full of 
urgency and of hope ’

bill including $2.6 billion for 
Israel. 
—An 11 per cent increase

The “ water war” in Goleta Valley is intensifying. 
New developments involving the battle of land developers 
and other landowners to develop their properties by drilling 
wells in the face of current water district restrictions 
include the following: 
—The Goleta County Water District has filed a cross­ 
complaint in Superior Court designed to halt the drilling of 
new private water wells using ground water which the 
district says is under its jurisdiction. It was an answer to 
landowners who have filed suits against the district and 
claims totaling more than $58 million on the grounds the 
district is depriving them of developing their lands. 
—The county planning commission has set Jan. 30 as date 
for a public hearing on a proposed county zoning ordinance 
amendment which if adopted will ban water well drilling on 
residential property and restrict it on certain commercial 
and industrial lands. North County as well as South Coast 
developers and landowners are said to be highly aroused 
over the proposal and intend to make a concerted protest. 
—Goleta Water District and Montecito Water District 
engineers are seeking to have the county water agency pay 
the costs of updating their water needs as a result of 
findings the districts won’t require as much supplemental 
water as estimated last June. So far the county agency says 
it won’t fund updating of its report to come out soon.

They may not be matches made in heaven but, 
nevertheless, they'll determine the participants in 
Suptr Bowl VIII. Jan 13, in Houston, 
The four teams still in the running for pro football s 
biggest 
prize are 
defending champion 
Miami, 
Oakland. Dallas and Minnesota 
The number of 
contenders will be reduced by two next Sunday after 
the Dolphins clash with the Haiders at Miami for the 
American Conference title and the Cowboys meet the 
V ikings at Dallas for the National Conference crown 
The four left little doubt of their superiority the past 
Weekend with convincing opening round playoff 
Victories Most convinced were the losers. 


Miami whipped Cincinnati 34-16, Oakland thrashed 
Pittsburgh 33 14, Dallas downed Los Angeles 27-16 and 
Minnesota beat Washington 27-20 
“ They do everything so well as a team,” said safety 
Neal Craig of Cincinnati, who managed the Bengals’ 
only touchdown 
with 
a 45-yard return of an 
intercepted pass “ I wouldn't want to play them every 
week.” 
“ They’re not the world champions for nothing, 
¿dded Bengals’ quarterback Ken Anderson “ They’ve 


got a great football team and they showed it today .” 
What the Dolphins showed was a near flawless 
offense that churned out 80-yard touchdown drives 
behind the expert play calling of Bob Griese the first 
two times Miami had possession of the ball. Miami 
increased its lead to 21-3 in the second quarter before 
the Bengals, taking advantage of two Dolphin 
turnovers, closed the deficit to 21-16 at halftime 
However, after Miami intercepted a Cincinnati pass 
early in the third quarter, Griese, who earlier in the 
game had connected with Paul Warfield for a 
touchdown, found Jim Mandich in the end zone for a 
seven-yard scoring strike. 
“ There 
was no 
panic at halftime, 
Griese 
explained “ We just decided to do what we knew we 
could do in the second half 
“ Oakland beat us pretty good earlier this year,’ 
said Warfield, referring to Maimi's loss to Oakland in 
the second game of the regular season that snapped 
the Dolphins’ record 18-game winning streak “ They 
beat us in every phase, on offensive football and 
defensive football So we re really looking forward to 
having another chance at them 
Pittsburgh, which had beaten Oakland earlier in the 
season, got another chance at the Haiders Saturday 


and all they came away with was a loss 
Their defensive line blew us out,’ said Steelers' 
Coach Chuck Noll, “ and their backs ran through 
tackles. Not very much about the game was worth a 
damn as far as we re concerned 
“ They beat us good,” said Steeler defensive end L. 
C. Greenwood “ At least in a game like this you don t 
have to do any second guessing It was their game all 
the way . ” 
Raider quarterback Ken Stabler completed 14 of 17 
pass attempts while fullback Marv Hubbard gained 91 
of his team’s 232 rushing yards and scored twice on 
short plunges against a defense tanked No. 2 in the 
AFC against the rush 
Forty six-year-old George 
Blanda booted four field goals for Oakland and 
defensive back Willie Brown chipped in with a 54-yard 
touchdown run with an intercepted pass 
“ I think Dallas has got the team that can do it,” 
said Hams’ Coach Chuck Knox after the Cowboys “ did 
it to Los Angeles “ You can t afford a single mistake 
against them 
The Hams made not one. but two. mistakes early in 
the game (a pass interception and a fumble» that the 
Cowboys turned into touchdowns The Hams, after 


trailing 17-0, fought back to within 17-16 early in the 
fourth quarter before a dazed Roger Staubach 
connected with rookie Drew Pearson for an 83-yard 
touchdown pass. It was Staubach s second TI) toss of 
the game to Pearson 
Staubach was knocked groggy on a scramble 
attempt in the opening quarter and didn t fully regain 
his senses until the last 15 minutes but missed only 
two plays. While Staubach recovered in time, Cowboy 
running back Calvin Hill suffered a dislocated left 
elbow in the final quarter and will miss the game 
against Minnesota. 
Like millions of other football fans, the Vikings 
watched the Dallas-Los Angeles game on television 
and got a good idea of what to expect However, 
Minnesota quarterback Fran Tarkenton, whose two 
fourth quarter touchdown passes to John Gilliam 
enabled the Vikings to beat Washington 24 hours

Outlasting frustration 


Stabler: from bench to bigtime

OAKLAND, Calif. - (NEA) 
— Frustration frazzled the 
equanimity of Ken Stabler. 
He’s a professional quarter­ 
back, a position where a man 
gets totally involved with the 
game, and the only way to do 
it really is to play. 
Kenny could see he wasn't 
going to play. At least not 
then, in early August, when it 
was apparent Daryle 
Lamonica would he the field 
general of the Oakland 
Raiders. As he has been since 
1967. 
So after practice one day, 
Kenny sat down on a bench 
with A1 Davis, the managing 
partner of the team, and he 
said to Davis, “I’d like to 
play. 1 want to get out on the 
field.” 
Davis replied patiently, 
“Well, you go out and win the 
job like you did last year. You 
started the first game and 
had some bad breaks." 
(In the 1972 season opener 
at Pittsburgh, the Raiders 
fumbled twice, had two punts 
blocked and saw three passes 
by Stabler bounce off 
r e c e iv e r s ’ hands and 
shoulders into Steeler arms 
— all in the first ha 111) 
“You just got to win the job 
again,” Davis added. 


“ All right,” said Kenny, 
“but if it works out that I 
don’t start, then I want to 
come back and talk to you 
because I want to go some­ 
where just to play.” 
Davis told him, sure, he 
could come hack after the ex­ 
hibition season and talk 
again. Kenny never did. 
“What’re you gonna do alter 
six exhibition games?” he 
shrugged. “ You go some­ 
where else and you got to 
learn a new system and new 
p l a y e r s . 
You 
got 
to 
reestablish their confidence 
and all that." 
So the 1973 season started 
with Ken Stabler, at the age 
of 27 and in his fourth pro 
season, still a benchwarmer. 
After three games, the 
Raiders, a team many picked 
to reach the Super Bowl, had 
scored 
exac t l y 
one 
touchdown and one victory. 
In the third game, a deba­ 
cle against arch-rival Kansas 
City, S t a b l e r r e l i e v ed 
Lamonica late and threw two 
interceptions. He was dis­ 
gusted. And he let coach John 
Madden know he was dis­ 
gusted. 
“I was tired of going in late 
in games,” he said, “when it’s 
really frustrating — you’re 
losing and they know you got 
to throw the ball. I told Coach 


Madden I couldn't hack it any 
more — 1 want to play. I kind 
of gave him the impression 1 
was down; he didnt know if 
he could count on me or not. 
He said, ‘You mean I can’t 
count on von this year?’ 


“ I said, ‘No, 1 want 
play. ” 
to 


Then Stabler walked out to 
the Raiders’ practice field 
and said to himself, “Hell, 
why should 1 get mad about 
this?” He approached the 
coach and said, “John, let me 
throw the Cardinals’ offense. 
O.K.?” 
The resurging St. Louis 
team, then 2 1, was the next 
opponent. 
“Put on a red shirt,” said 
Madden, “and get in there.” 
In the drill, Stabler didn’t 
miss a pass. The next day, 
Madden met him at the door 
of the training room and said, 
“ You’re going to start this 
week. And I want you to know 
it’s nothing you said that 
made me change my mind. 
It’s what you did.” 
The rest is in the ledger. 
Over the next five weeks, 
Stabler was the most accur­ 
ate and most effective passer 
m football, completing 70 per 
cent of his throws. And the 


Raiders went unbeaten until 
the second Sunday of Novem­ 
ber, when he sprained his 
knee early in a game against 
the Steelers. 


It has been redemption for 
the tall, drawling Alabaman 
who could be only the second 
successful southpaw passer 
in all pro football history — 
there hasn’t been a good one 
since Frankie Albert of the 
cross-bay 49ers retired in 
1952. 


Stabler not only threatened 
to quit the Raiders once 
before, but did. They had 
drafted him on the second 
round in 1968 and his rookie 
year was marred by a knee 
injury. In training camp the 
next summer, the knee 
bothered him, and so did a 
strained relationship with his 
first wife (they were subse­ 
quently divorced and he was 
remarried this summer). 


And he stayed out of foot­ 
ball in ‘69. “I came back in 
‘70,” he said, “because all my 
life that’s all I’ve done, is play 
ball.” 


In an exhibition game that 
comeback year, he threw 
three touchdown passes 
against Philadelphia and 


Pete Retzlaff, then the 
general manager of the 
Eagles, turned down a 
chance to get him in a trade. 
Playing behind Lamonica 
chafed, but Ken got one 
break. Football changed. The 
more mobile quarterback is 
in fashion. Lamonica is great 
when he can hang in the 
pocket and pick out his 
receivers against a man-to- 
man defense. With progres­ 
sively better pass rushes and 
more zone, Stabler’s style is 
more effective. 
“I run around back there,” 
he smiled, “and do a lot of 
different things.” 


Having watched the waves 
of criticism lap around 
Lamonica, Stabler is already 
tuned in to the psychological 
hazards of quarterbacking. 


“The criticism and the glo­ 
ry,” he mused, “ — that’s being 
a quarterback. You got to 
think you’re going to win and 
get a lot more glory than you 
are criticism. I like it like 
that. 


“ I’ll be ready for the critic­ 
ism because I know it’s com­ 
ing. It’s happened to every­ 
body. But I m going to play 
well for a long time first.’

Spain seals off border 


MADRID (UPI) — Spain’s mountain border with France 
was sealed off today as thousands of police fanned out high 
in the Pyrenees seeking six Basque separatists accused in 
the assassination of Prime Minister Luis Carrero Blanco. 
Border guards Sunday turned back Basque travelers to 
France, confiscated their passports and said they could 
pick them up from police in a few days. Police by the 
thousands searched known smuggler trails in the Pyrenees, 
the mountains that border France, in what police sources 
said was the largest manhunt in modem Spanish history. 
In France, however, the separatist organization “ Basque 
Homeland and Liberty” 
ETA said the assassins were 
already ‘‘in a safe place” and threatened new blows against 
Spain if the “ oppression” of Basques continued.

Londoners warned 
of more bombs 


LONDON 
(U PI) 
- Scotland Yard today warned 
Londoners to expect more ‘‘Christmas present' bombs 
from Irish extremists blamed for a pre-holiday weekend of 
terror that injured six persons. 
The warning followed six bomb explosions from late 
Friday night to Sunday evening. The injuries brought to 74 
the number of persons wounded by 19 bomb blasts since the 
beginning of the terror campaign Dec. 17. 
An anonymous telephone caller Sunday told the Press 
Association news agency: ‘‘There are three Christmas 
presents for you tonight — one (each) for the dead, 
murdered and interned in Northern Ireland " 
Within an hour, bombs exploded outside Kensington 
police station in Earl’s Court Road, the headquarters of a 
construction firm in Hammersmith and the White Lion pub 
in a downtown office block complex. There were no 
casualties. 
A Scotland Yard spokesman said most of the 120 men of 
the London bomb squad would be on duty through 
Christmas. He warned the public not to forget the bomb 
menace during the holiday period. 
Sunday night’s three bombs went off within a five-mile 
radius. The telephone caller used an identification code 
known to police as belonging to someone whose previous 
information had been reliable. 
The police spokesman said one theory the Yard has been 
investigating in trying to track down the bombers — 
believed to be members of the militant Irish Republican 
Army (IR A ) — is that some of the blasts could be 
connected with Princess Anne’s wedding. Two senior army 
officers who helped plan last month’s royal wedding have 
been selected as letter bomb targets.

Christmas party the other night Ralph 
Fortman was talking about the five 
gasoline stations he operates and how they 
have been affected by Sunday closing 
‘ It’s the best thing that ever happened to 
me,” said Fortman. 
“ Everybody and their brother comes in 
and fills up on Saturday. They fill their 
tanks and they also fill every kind of 
container they can carry away. 
“ At one station my manager used to 
pump 1,700 gallons of gas on Saturday. Now 
he pumps 3,200 gallons. 
“ So now we close all day Sunday and two 
hours early every night — 9 p.m. instead of 
11 p.m. You know what that means for me? 
I ’ve been able to fire all those kookie kids I 
used to have working weekends and nights. 
They were stealing me blind anyway. 
“ My overhead, particularly electricity, 
has gone down more than 20 per cent. We 
used to give away balloons, candy for the 
kids, Blue Chip stamps, road maps. Now 
we don’t give away anything 
“ If it is a regular customer we wipe his 
windshield and offer to look under the hood. 
“ My sales of oil changes, coolants, tires, 
batteries, windshield wipers, sparkplugs, 


brake linings are as good a? ever 
“ The prive of our top grade gas in the 
last month has gone from 41 9 cents a 
gallon to 47.0 cents a gallon and nobody 
argues about it. I get the same bulk volume 
I always got. 
“ So far as I know the closing of service 
stations on Sundays hasn’t saved a gallon of 
gas consumption Everybody just fills up 
on Fridays or Saturdays and drives as they 
always did on Sundays. 
“ I suppose if you were going on a long 
trip, like from L A to San Francisco, and 
couldn’t make it on one tankful you might 
think again before starting out 


“ But I understand that about 25 per cent 
of the stations on the main highways, like 
maybe to Las Vegas, are staying open on 
Sundays anyway.

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Big days for the little man? 
Opportunity knocks for oil wildcatters 


By Tom Tiedf 
ONEIDA, Term -<NEA> - 
The news that Irvin Vawter 
has sd Up an oil-drilling rig 
in Elk Valley has not caused 
much excitement around 
here Even in the midst of the 
energy crunch the explora­ 
tion merits only a feu lines in 
the local press, '‘Oil?" says a 
local, that damn Irvin never 


It x not that residents ex­ 
pect Vawter to fail. He proba­ 
ble will not. It's just that how­ 
ever many geysers he brings 
in," thev won't amount to 
much "This ain't East Texas, 
brother, the only oil we got in 
this state is in cans from 
somewhere else " 
To be sure. Tennessee is not 
oil country Even in the few 
exploration areas, granite 
underlies the surface at 1,- 
700-1.800 feet. And, unhap­ 
pily, the world has no 
petroleum lakes at that brief 


But what oil there is, a few 
thousand barrels a day, is 
largely Irvin Vawters doing. 
It was he who discovered 
commercial crude here in 
1909. It is he. at 76 years of 
age, who stubbornly con­ 
tinues to spud holes in the 
ground in the relentless 
belief — not a bad one in 
these times — that "every lit­ 
tle bit counts.’’ 
Vawter is a wildcatter A 
small-time personification of 
the kind of independent, in­ 
dividual speculator who cre­ 
ated the powerful but no 
longer so assured U.S. oil em­ 
pire. A half-dozen giants may 
control the oil industry, but 
adventurers like Vaw ter 
made it possible. Two-thirds 
of all oil disco very in 
America has been made on 
the independent level. 
And, says Vawter, it hasn't 
been easy. Big-time wildcat- 
ting has long been fraught 
with risk, both physical and 
financial. In the old days, oil 
riggers were regularly w iped 
out by exploding gas. And to* 
day the momentary con­ 
sideration has become so 
acute (the average oil well 
costs about $100,000 to drill; 
one in Alaska ran to $5.9 mil­ 
lion before completion) that 
few’ small operators survive. 
Actually, big operators 
h a v e 
al so 
had 
t h e i r 
difficulties in wildcatting. A 
fellow named D.H. Byrd, 
years ago, was nicknamed 
‘Dry Hole" after drilling 56 
failures in a row. And in 1930 
a wildcatter named Colum­ 
bus M arion Jo in e r dis- 
covered the largest known oil 
reserve in the world at the 
time — the East Texas field 
— only to succumb to busi- 
ness pressures and die broke 
14 years later. 
Even on the small scale, 
says Vawter, the risks con­ 
tinue to be gigantic. He says 
dropping $15,000 in a dry hole 
“ is nothing." Drilling prices 
for shallow wells, non-union, 
have risen from $1 to $7 a

It also takes luck. And 
Vawter has had varying 
degrees of it. A millionnaire 
for the third time, he's been 
broke twice. "So down." he 
says, “ my rear end show’ed 
through the wear in my 
pants' Well past retirement 
age, he knows it could hap­ 
pen again. 
But he does n’t care. 
Vawter says he can t quit in 
times like this. Had he his 
way, he’d let “ The Israelis go 
into Cairo" and ease the 
energy crisis that way. Short 
of that, however, he ¡1 go on 
putting holes into his country 
until he dies - or until 
there’s not enough energy left 
to run his inquisitive bit.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Gray whales 


SAN FRANCISCO - Beyond the 
Golden Gate off the coast, a great 
natural event is taking place that is 
a portent of hope The gray whales 
are 
migrating 
in 
increasing 
numbers from their Arctic breeding 
grounds to Baha California where in 
Scammon’s Lagoon they will bear 
their young. 
At certain points along the Pacific 
shore the procession is visible. 
Conservationist groups around the 
country have been fighting to save 
the whales from extinction and the 
fact that the grays may have 
increased from as few as 6,000 to 
perhaps 11,000 is a sign that their 
efforts may not be in vain. 
The outlook for 
the largest animal 
that ever inhabited 
the earth is not so 
hopeful. The blue 
whale population is 
somewhere 
between 
600 
and 
1,500. 
This 
com­ 
pares with an esti­ 
m a t e d 
600,000 
before 
intensive 
hunting began with 
whaling 
factories 
and 
200-pound 
explosive harpoons. 
In 1950 as many as 
100.000 may have 
survived. 
The blue whale is one of the 
marvels of nature, larger than the 
equivalent of 
30 elephants and 
weighing more than the combined 
weight of three dinosaurs. When the 
calf of this warm-blooded mammal 
is nursing it takes in as much as 
1.000 pounds of milk a day. Yet it 
cannot swallow any fish larger than 
a sardine. 
The culprits who have mowed 
down this great creature are the 
Japanese and the Soviets. Japan 
refused 
to 
comply 
with 
the 
stipulations set by the International 
Whaling Commission that would 
have given protection not only to the 
blue but to others of the whale 
family. Because Japan refused to 
comply, the Soviet Union said it 
could not afford to give up its own 
whaling industry. 
Japan contended that whale meat 
is a major source of protein for the 
Japanese people. This was ridiculed

by conservationists who cited data 
from 
the 
Japanese 
fisheries 
industry showing that whale meat is 
actually less than one per cent of the 
Japanese intake of protein. Before 
the 
ban 
imposed 
under 
the 
endangered 
species 
and marine 
mammal 
protection 
acts Japan 
exported 12 million pounds of whale 
meat to the United States for pet 
food in the first half of 1971. 
National organizations called for 
a boycott of Japanese goods. Later 
the same groups urged a boycott of 
Russian goods, although since the 
Soviet Union sells few consumer 
products in this country it would be 
less effective. 
At the London meeting of the 
International Whaling Commission 
in June the United States delegation 
pushed for a 10-year moratorium on 
all 
commercial 
whaling. 
The 
proposal passed by a majority of 
eight to five with onestention, but 
since this was not the necessary 
three-fourths majority the proposal 
was not adopted. 
The U.S. position involved more 
than preventing the extinction of the 
largest and most intelligent animals 
that have ever inhabited the earth or 
of halting the fearful suffering 
inflicted on these friendly and highly 
evolved mammals. The American 
delegation suggested there could be 
serious danger that in eliminating 
these 
leviathans 
the 
delicate 
balance in the ocean ecosystems 


was being further upset with a 
threat to the health and even the 
survival of man. 
California is particularly sensitive 
to the conservation cause since 
several 
endangered 
species 
are 
making a last stand in the state. One 
is the condor, the largest flying bird 
in the western hemisphere with a 
wingspread of 10 feet. In spite of 
protective measures, trophy hunters 
continue to bring down the last of 
these great birds. In the remoter 
mountain areas a hundred or so may 
still exist. 
The Tule elk which once roamed 
in vast herds is all but extinct. In 
what has been the fastest growing 
and is today the most populous 
state, people and the motor car have 
driven back the natural frontiers 
close to the vanishing point. And, as 
Californians 
like 
to 
say, 
what 
happens here is bound to happen in 
the rest of the country sooner or 
later. 
In 
the 
comparatively 
shallow 
waters of Scammon’s Lagoon the 
gray whales will end their 4,000-mile 
journey from the Arctic. In this 
nursery another generation will be 
bom. And in the spring they will go 
back to their feeding grounds in the 
north. It is a moving testament that 
these wonderful creatures can still 
multiply and increase.

memories you survive on back at
